‘A Need For Planning 


THERE HAS BEEN NO grave unemployment problem in Canada since 
1939, on the contrary, there have been acute labor shortages in many-in- 
dustries. It was feared for a time that when the armed forces were demo- 
bilized there might be a period of serious unemployment, but this has not 
been the case and réports indicate that the demand for labor has remained 
at a high level. There are few Canadians, however, who do not recall the 
difficult times which were experienced here in the nineteen thirties, and few 
who do not wonder whether such times may come again, Unfortunately it 
is not always possible for a country to control the underlying causes of a 
depression, but experience has shown that it is possible to avoid much of 
the hardship and distress which results from unemployment, by careful 
planning for the future, 7

One obvious way in which employment could be 
provided during a major depression would be

orks Project jects, both by the provinces and by the Dominion 


government. Such a program would be in the nature of a public investment 
and would necessitate the spending of large amounts of public money. This 
subject has been considered by the Dominion government and plans for pos- | 
sible projects have been discussed. The plans have to do with the conserva- 
tion and development of natural resources which are not being developed by 
other agencies, and with projects in the Northwest territories, the Yukon, 
Indian reservations and other areas which come under the control of the ! 
Dominion government. The work to be undertaken would include the devel- 


opment of natural resources, surveying, mapping, soil conservation, drain- 
age, insect control and many other undertakings.

to finance public works projects which, with the family allowances and ac-. 
cumulated unemployment insurance, would safely carry the country through 
a major depression.

|NEW PATROL BOMBER

WASHINGTON—The United States 
Navy recently opened the door on its 
newest heavy patrol bomber, the 
Martin XP4M-1, which packs a daz- 
zling burst of speed in a pair of extra 
jet engines and a cruising range of 
more than 3,000 miles. 

It is a four-engined craft which re-

INFRA-RED RAYS 
AIDED BRITISH 
SERVICES IN WAR 


Reporters Shown Working 
Demonstration Of Equipment 
Which Was On Secret War List 


LONDON, — Secret infra-red 
trays which acted as “cat’s eyes” 
for British services during the 
war have been taken off the se- 
cret list. In a darkened under- 
ground at the Admiralty, report- 
ers Saw a working demonstra- 
tion of equipment whictr guided 
night fighters, contributed to the 
success of midget submarine at- 
tacks on the Tirpitz and helped 
Allied prisoners of war to escape.

Electrons Will Be Servants 
Of The Future Housewife

HANKS to Britain's scientific research the housewife of the future will 
have some millions of millions of servants, These servants will be elec- 
trons, those tiny fragments of atoms of which it takes billions to make an 
ounce. Electrons already serve the housewife in many ways, for it is, so to 
speak, by electrons .‘‘nudging” each other that electric currents are con- 
veyed. But except in the radio set, the electrons working in the home today 
are not “free” but confined to wires. It is when they are set free in a vac- 
uum that electrons are able to carry out a hundred tasks in the home with 
a minimum of supervision.

All 
the housewife will have to do is per- 
iodically empty the container of the 
dust that has been collected. 


Electrons can be used for heating 
in three different ways. There is the 
kind of heating they produce by 
jostling the molecules in a wire— 
such as the filment in an electric 
lamp. They can heat by induction and 
they can also heat by high frequency 
radiation, It is this last which is 
going to be so useful in the home of 
the future. With a suitable heater 
installed it will be possible to dress 
in perfect comfort on a very cold day 
with. the windows wide open! The air 
will not be heated but the warmth 
will be generated in the body by high 
frequency radiation, 

The same principle will be used 
perhaps for cooking. There will be no 
flames, no hot wires in the electronic 
cooker, but the necessary heat will be 
generated inside the food placed im)” 
the oven. Experiments have shown 
that a joint and two vegetables can 
be cooked by this method in less than 
five minutes, and it will be possible 
to keep food hot for hours without it 
“drying up”. Both the electronic dust 
collector and the electronic oven are 
being used already in industry. 

Electronic heating makes it pos- 
sible to “sew” together not only 
pieces of cloth, but cloth to rubber, 
or wood metal to rubber and so on. 
The “cotton” is a plastic that binds 
the two materials together with 
great strength and the “‘stitches are 
so close together that for all practi- 
cal purposes they are continuous. The

GARDEN NOTES 


Planning Will Help } 
It is good business, and a lot of | 
fun too, to plan the garden well | 
ahead of the time when one can ac- 
tually get outside and dig. Especially 
where space is limited a little prelim- | 
inary work with pencil, paper and a| 
good Canadian garden seed catalogue | 
will result in far more satisfaction. | 
Certain plants require more room 
than others, some want full stn, | 
some go in early and some cannot be | 
planted until all danger of frost is | 
passed. Then in the flowers, there are 
such points as coloring and time of | 
blooming. All these characteristics | 
are noted in the seed catalogue. They | 
should be remembered in planning so | 
that little things won't be crowded | 
behind big things, so that there won't 
be long lapses without flowers or 
fresh vegetables once production | 
starts. H 
Give Them Room j 
Seeds and shrubs or plants from; 
the nursery are such little things | 
that it is hard to realize just what | 
will happen when full growth has | 
been developed, The beginner almost 
invariably plants far too close to- | 
gether. Certain things like the small | 
annual flowers and vegetables like 
lettuce, beets or carrots take up little 
room—two or three inches between, 
and rows about a foot apart are all | 
that are necessary. But there are | 
other things that will need much} 
more room. Tall, bushy flowers like | 
cosmos or zinnias, for instance, need | 
a foot or two each way. In the vege- 
table line, corn, potatoes, peas, to- 
matoes, melons, cucumbers and such 
require plenty of room. If crowded | 
there will be little space for the gar- 
dener to wield the hoe or cultivator. } 
With shrubs, ornamental trees and} 
vines, space is even more important 
because these keep on growing year 
after year. The average shade tree 
will grow 25 to 60 feet high, and for 
proper, full development will need 
from. 20 to 40 feet each way at ma- 
turity. Shrubs that have a mature 
height of ten feet need at least five 
feet between. 
Growing Your Own Plants 
Rather than purchasing 
plants—in many sections of Canada 
this may be impossible or inconven- 
jent anyway—many gardeners start 
their own in hotbeds or shallow win- 
dow boxes. The former are merely 
glass-protected outdoor beds, where 
additional heat is provided by an un- 
derlying bed of fresh horse manure 
or hot water pipes or electric cable. 
The window boxes are shallow af- 
fairs, a couple of inches deep, placed 
in a bright window. The soil used 
should be fine and loose, preferably 
a mixture of sand and leaf mould. 
Seeds are planted in March and in 
rows about an inch apart. When the 
plants develop their second set of 
leaves they are transplanted to larg- 
er and cooler quarters and a few 
weeks later they are set outside.

Aim of Te Alberta 


Educational Council 


In view of recent criticism in the 
Legislature of the purpose of the 
Alberta Educational Council, it 
would be well to repeat that this 
organization has arisen in response 
to a province-wide belief that edu- 
cation, and particularly education 
in rural schools, is becoming pro- 
gressively inefficient through short- 


age of well-trained teachers. The 
council has no political purpose. It 
is difficult, of course, for any group 
or organization to urge vigorourly 
change and reform in any social in- 
stitution so basic as the school 
without those who are responsible 
for its administration feeling that 
they themselves are personally un- 
der attack. But a study of the con- 
stitution of the Alberta Education- 
al Council will reassure citizens of 
the purely educational objectives of 
this council. A glance over the list 
of the varied co-operating public 
organizations will make it. clear 
that people of all political faiths 
and religious creeds are supporting 
this organization as it strives to se- 
cure a better deal for rural chil- 
dren. The council recognizes that 
before the Legislature will aid ele- 
mentary and secondary education 
to 50 per cent of its cost, it will 
have to know that such a reform 
has the support and approval of a 
large percentage of the voting pop- 
ulation. ' The activities. of the 
council in the press, over the radio, 
and on the public platform have 
been directed to the one purpose of 
informing the public as to the pres- 
ent situation in rural schools and 
of rallying citizens everywhere to 
support this much needed change 
in the methods of school financing 
in this province.
